SOMBRE King Charles 
keeps vigil at his mother’s 
coffin last night — her 
crown pictured poignantly 
above his head.

KING Charles’ stood in 
silent reflection last night 
as he led his siblings in the 
Vigil of the Princes by his 


mother’s coffin. 

Charles, the Princess Royal, 
the Duke of York and the Earl 
of Wessex took their places for 
ten minutes at its sides. 

They stood with four members of 
the Royal Company of Archers who 
were dressed in long-feathered hats 
and armed with arrows. 

A procession of people queuing to 
view the coffin in St Giles’ Cathe- 
dral, Edinburgh, was paused to 
allow the royals to take their places. 

Once they were by the coffin, the 
public were allowed back in. 

They continued to file past in 
respectful silence looking over at 
the Queen’s coffin while the King 
and his three siblings, sadness 
etched on their faces, stood by it. 

The King kept his hands joined 
and looked towards the floor as 
members of the public filed past. 

The Duke of York had his eyes 
closed for a while during the vigil, 
while the Princess Royal, the first 
woman to take part in the cere- 
mony, and brother Edward also had 
their eyes fixed on the floor. 

The Queen Consort sat nearby 
during the ten-minute ceremony. 

When their vigil was over, the 
King led his sister and two brothers 
out through the nave of St Giles’. 

Crowds of mourners broke into 
sympathetic applause as they left. 

The Vigil of the Princes tradition 
began in 1936 when the then King 
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Reflection .. Charles and family 


Edward VIII and his three brothers 
— Princes Albert, later King George 
VI, Henry and George — wore full 
military uniforms to stand guard at 
the coffin of their late father King 
George V in Westminster Hall. 

The public had been paying their 
respects all day but were prevented 
from entering the hall for 15 
minutes to give the King’s sons 
private time for reflection. 

The second Vigil of the Princes 
occurred following the death of the 
Queen Mother on April 8, 2002. 

Her four grandsons — Prince 
Charles, Prince Andrew, Prince 
Edward and David Armstrong-Jones 
— took their place at her side, also 
in Westminster Hall. 

The vigil for the Queen began at 
747pm, shortly after the cathedral 
doors opened to the public at the 
start of the 24 hours during which 
they could view the coffin. 

Thousands queued for hours — 
some since 7am — to claim their 
place in the line. 

After hours of waiting, well-wishers 
were led through a security tent to 
be searched before heading into the 
cathedral to pay their respects. 

Mourners, split into two lines 
inside the cathedral, were asked to 
pass the coffin without pausing to 
allow as many people as possible to 
do so. Filming or taking pictures 
was not allowed. 

They saw the Queen’s oak coffin 
draped in the Royal Standard of 
Scotland and with a single wreath 
and the crown of Scotland on top. 

The crown of Scotland was 
remade for King James V_ of 
Scotland in 1540 and is among the 
oldest of the crown jewels. 

Sharon O’Neill, from Airdrie, was 
one of the first inside the cathedral. 

She said: “It was stunning, it 
really was, but also very sad, and a 
very poignant moment.”

Military 
garb not 
allowed 
for Harry

PRINCE Harry will not 
be allowed to wear mili- 
tary uniform for the 
Queen’s funeral ceremo- 
nies — but disgraced 
Prince Andrew has been 
granted one exception. 

The Duke of York, 62, 
wore a morning suit and 
medals yesterday when 
he walked behind his 
mother’s coffin at the 
Royal Family procession 
in Edinburgh. 

Andy and Harry, 37, 
have both served in con- 
flict zones, but were 
stripped of their military 
titles and patronages by 
the Queen. 

Only working members 
of the Royal Family can 
wear their military attire 
at the ceremonial events 
— including the Queen’s 
funeral at Westminster 
Abbey on Monday. 

But Falklands veteran 
Andrew has been handed 
an exception when he 
joins a family vigil for 
his mother’s coffin’ in 
London later this week. 

Palace sources say per- 
mission has been granted 
to Andy as a “final mark 
of respect” to his mother. 

It is thought likely to 
be the full military dress 
uniform of Vice Admiral 
of the Navy — the only 
military rank which he 
still holds. 

The Duke of Sussex 
served two tours. of 
Afghanistan, but was 
stripped of military titles 
in the Megxit settlement. 

The Queen removed 
Andrew’s colonelcy of the 
Grenadier Guards when 
he was accused of sex 
abuse in a US court. 

All Royal Family mem- 
bers agreed to wear 
morning suits at Prince 
Philip’s funeral last year, 
to spare Harry’s blushes. 

But this time, senior 
royals — including the 
King, Prince of Wales 
William, Princess Anne 
and Prince Edward — 
will wear their ceremo- 
nial military garb. 

A palace source said: 
“As a non-working mem- 
ber of the Royal Family, 
the Duke of York will not 
wear uniform, except as 
a special mark of respect 
for Her Majesty the 
Queen at the final vigil 
in Westminster Hall.”

Charles .. . at Scots parliament

THE King wore a kilt and quoted 
Robert Burns as he spoke to Scottish 
MPs for the first time as monarch. 

His Majesty yesterday paid tribute 
to his late mother the Queen in the 
Scottish Parliament and praised her 
life of “incomparable service’. 

He said: “If | might paraphrase the 
words of the great Robert Burns, my 
dear mother was the friend of man, 
the friend of truth, the friend of age 
and guide of youth. Few hearts like 
hers with virtue warmed, few heads 
with knowledge so informed.” 

The quote was taken from 18th 
century Scottish poet Burns’s Epitaph 
On My Own Friend. 

The King went on to say: “While 
very young, the Queen pledged herself 
to serve her country and her people 
and to maintain the principles of 
constitutional government. As we now

First Minister Nicola Sturgeon 
described the late monarch as the

build on the extraordinary 
legacy of your beloved 
mother, our Queen.”

THE crown of Scotland was 
reverently placed on _ the 
Queen’s coffin yesterday at 
the first formal service to 


mark her death. 
King Charles, Princess Anne 


plus Princes Edward and 
Andrew watched the solemn 
ceremony. 


The service of prayer and reflec- 
tion took place at Edinburgh’s St 
Giles’ Cathedral, where the Queen 
was crowned in Scotland in 1953. 

The four siblings had earlier 
followed the hearse in a 30-minute 
walk from Holyrood Palace, flanked 
by thousands of onlookers. 

As the cortége arrived at 
church, eight kilted soldiers from 
the Royal Regiment of Scotland 
carefully lifted the coffin out of the 
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vehicle before carrying it inside. The 
coffin, draped in the Royal Standard 
of Scotland and topped with a 
wreath made of Balmoral heather, 
was rested on a raised catafalque, 
where it is to lay for a day so the 
public can pay their respects. 

The King — beside Camilla, Queen 
Consort who wore a diamond thistle 
brooch given to her by the late 
monarch — took centre stage in the 
royal line with Anne and husband 
Sir Timothy Laurence to his left. 

To the King’s right was Andrew 
and Edward and his wife Sophie. 

They looked on as the crown of 
Scotland — usually kept at Edin- 
burgh Castle — was placed on the 
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coffin by the 16th Duke of Hamilton, 
Scotland’s highest-ranking peer. 

Opening the service, Rev Calum 
MacLeod said: “And so we gather to 
bid Scotland’s farewell to our late 
monarch, whose life of service to 
the nation and the world we cele- 
brate. And whose love for Scotland 
was legendary.” 

He spoke to a congregation made 
up of people from all walks of life, 
including the armed forces, emer- 
gency services and staff at Balmoral. 

Scotland’s First Minister Nicola 
Sturgeon sat close to PM Liz Truss 
while veteran political attendees 
included Gordon Brown, Alex Sal- 
mond and Lord Steel. 

Ms Sturgeon gave a reading from 
Ecclesiastes, beginning “For every- 
thing a season” and reminding us 
that “all should eat and drink and 
take pleasure in all their toil”. 

She had earlier paid tribute, say- 


ing: “In an ever-changing world, 
especially in turbulent times, Her 
Majesty was the great constant — 
the anchor of our nation. We stand 
ready to support His Majesty as he 
continues his own life of service.” 

Bouquets of white lilies and roses 
decorated the church, as_ sunlight 
streamed through its windows. 

The Church of Scotland’s Rt Rev 
Dr Iain Greenshields said: “Most of 
us cannot recall a time when she 
was not our monarch. 

“She has been a constant in our 
lives for more than 70 years. 

“She possessed a sharp intelligent 
mind, a kindly heart and a gentle 
sense of humour. Today we mourn 
her passing but we also celebrate 
the long and happy reign. 

“King Charles will surely draw 
strength from his mother’s example.” 

There was also a plea to maintain 
Commonwealth ties from Samuel 
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Nwokoro, a student from Nigeria. He 
said: “We pray for wisdom to 
become worthy stewards of your 
good gifts. 

“Give to us a constant concern for 
the Earth and all its creatures, 
a spirit of understanding in our 
dealings with others, and keep 
the nations of our Commonwealth 
united in bonds of cooperation and 
friendship.” 

Members of the Royal Company of 
Archers, in long-feathered hats and 
armed with arrows and _ quivers, 
then stood guard beside the Queen. 

The congregation bowed and curt- 
sied as it filed past the coffin, which 
will stay there until this evening. 

Outside, the huge _ crowds - still 
gathered on the Royal Mile waited 
patiently for Charles. 

And as he emerged in the bright 
Scottish sunshine, applause broke 
out for our new monarch.

WALKING solemnly behind 
his late mother’s coffin, 
King Charles Ill would have 
heard little but the clip-clop 
of horses’ hooves’ on 


cobbled stones. 

Crammed 12-deep on either 
side of Edinburgh’s Royal Mile, 
the massed crowds hushed as 
the cortege — led by two black 
police horses — neared. 

Selfie sticks were raised, miniature 
Union Flags fluttered and cameras 
clicked. Then, spontaneously, a round 
of applause broke the silence. 

The King, in full Field Marshal’s 
regalia, appeared a little moist-eyed 
at times at the  public’s clear 
affection for his family. 

In the crowd, in tam o’ shanter 
cap, his service medals proudly dis- 
played on his chest, ex Black Watch 
Lance Corporal Ben Tawake also 
seemed close to tears. 

Born in Fiji, Ben, 48, said: “I came 
to say a last goodbye to Her Majesty. 

“I was given the opportunity to 
come to Britain and serve in her 
Armed Forces. It gave me a life.” 

Another mourner, retired teacher 
John Burleigh, 69, wearing Union 
Flag underpants under a blue tartan 
kilt, said he believes Scotland’s 
prominent part in mourning the 
Queen will strengthen the Union. 

The grandad, from Greenock, West 
Scotland, said: “In death she’s help- 
ing bring Scotland, England and 
Wales closer together. 

“It will make Scotland wake up 
and think, ‘What are we doing? Why 
are we thinking of breaking away 
from our heritage, our unity?” 

The King  had_ followed his 
mother’s Scottish oak casket up the 
Royal Mile alongside sister Anne and 
brothers Andrew and Edward. Cam- 
illa, the Queen Consort, and Sophie 
Wessex looked sorrowfully on, in a 
car following behind. 

The day began with the plaintive 
lament from a lone piper high on 
craggy Arthur’s Seat which overlooks 
Holyrood Palace where the Queen 
had lain overnight. In her tartan fin- 
ery, piper Louise Marshall, 53, said 
later: “It’s really special to be here. 
It’s a lovely atmosphere.” 

Shortly after 2.35pm, the Queen’s 
casket had been lowered into the 
hearse to the strains of the national 
anthem and the procession began. 

Accompanying elder brother 
Charles, Anne, Andrew and Edward 
marched forlornly for 1,200 yards 
behind their beloved mother. 

Andrew was not in military uni- 
form after being stripped of his titles 
due to the Jeffrey Epstein scandal. A 
man yelled at him: “You're a sick old 
man.” A mourner grabbed the hec- 
kler, who was led away by cops and 
arrested for a breach of the peace. 

The sombre scene was punctuated 
by a 21-gun salute as the late Queen 
neared St Giles’ Cathedral. 

Now there was more applause and 
more shouts of “God Save the 
Queen” and “God Save the King”. 

People gasped at their walk-on 
part in bistory, The day they saw a 
King honour his late mother.

KING Charles Ill shed a 
single tear yesterday as he 
listened to Lords’ and 
politicians sing the National 
Anthem after he had vowed 
to faithfully follow the 


Queen’s “selfless duty”. 

The grieving monarch, 73, 
welled up as the 900 people 
gathered belted out God Save 
the King at historic Westmin- 
ster Hall following his heart- 
felt address to them. 

In it, the monarch — who had 
arrived to a fanfare of trumpeters 
on a occasion rich in history, pomp 
and pageantry — praised his beloved 
late mother and her “dedicated 
service” during her 70-year reign. 

Accompanied by Queen Consort, 
Camilla, 75, King Charles arrived at 
the hall — where the late Queen’s 
body will lie in state — to hear the 
condolences of Lords and MPs. 

Commons Speaker Sir Lindsay 
Hoyle told him: “Deep as our grief 
is, we know yours is deeper. 

“We know that there is nothing 
we can say in the praise of our late 
Queen, your mother, that you will 
not already know.” 

Despite his anguish, the King 
smiled when Sir Lindsay recalled a 
visit by the Queen to Westminster 
Hall to mark the 300th anniversary 
of the 1688 Glorious Revolution. 

It represented a shift to Parlia- 
mentary rule and The Speaker 
joked: “It is perhaps very British to 
celebrate revolutions by presenting 
an address to Her Majesty.” 

Lord Speaker John McFall hailed 
the Queen’s “untiring endeavours 
for the welfare of her peoples and

FOR a few minutes yesterday it was easy to 
forget Charles is our King. Walking slowly 
behind the Queen’s coffin, he was merely a 
son lost in his grief. 


For all his new status, his uniform and 
the finery of the Royal siblings alongside 
him, they were briefly just three brothers 
and a sister — united, equal and in lock- 
step — honouring the mother they loved. 

As the hearse made its sedate progress 
to St Giles’ Cathedral a lone voice arose 
above the murmur of the crowd packed 
into Edinburgh’s narrow Royal Mile. 
“God bless the Queen!” came the shout. 

Later, as Charles left the thanksgiving 
service to rapturous applause, another 
called out: “God save the King!”

Steeped in 
900 years & 
of history

WESTMINSTER Hall is the the- 
atre where so many historic 
events of the past 900-plus 
years have been staged. 

It dates from the 1090s and 
survived the Parliament fire in 
1834 and the Blitz bombings 
in World War Two. 

Medieval monarchs used it 
for feasts and grand recep- 
tions until warrior king Edward 
I turned it into the court 
where treason trials were held. 

He put William “Braveheart” 
Wallace on trial there in 1305, 
before his execution. 

In 1535 under Henry VIII, 
Catholics such as Thomas More 
were on trial for their religion. 
Gunpowder Plotter Guy Fawkes 
was convicted there in 1606. 

English history’s most fam- 
ous trial took place in the Hall 
in January 1649 after King 
Charles | lost the civil war. 

In 1688, James II put seven 
bishops on trial for refusing to 
bow to his will. They got off, 
heralding the Glorious Revolu- 
tion that established our mod- 
ern constitution and rule of law. 

This week will be the first 
major public event in the hall 
since the Queen Mother lay in 
state in 2002. 


MY God, we do these things 


beautifully in Britain. 

First came the Yeomen of the 
Guard, marching stiffly in their 
beefeater uniforms, then the 
Honourable Corps of Gentlemen at 
Arms, proud and plumed, an 
ancient unit that last saw action in 
the English Civil War. 

The Band of the Household Cavalry 
played the kind of music that makes 
every British heart swell. 

Then came the Speakers of the Lords 
and Commons, preceded by their maces, 
which were ceremonially draped in cloth 
for the King’s arrival. 

It was slightly sad to see that neither 
man wore his official wig. But I had no 
time to get huffy about it, for at that 
moment, a blare of trumpets rang out. 

The King and his Queen Consort 
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mounted the steps to the spot where, in 
1649, judges representing what was left 
of the House of Commons charged the 
first King Charles with being “a tyrant, 
traitor, murderer and a _ public and 
implacable enemy to the Commonwealth 
of England”. 

There, under the oak beams of a 
thousand-year-old hall, bathed in light 
from a stained-glass window installed by 
MPs and peers in 2012 as a gift for the 
Queen’s Diamond Jubilee, the third King 
Charles accepted the Addresses of the 
Lords and Commons. 

It’s a ceremony that has, until now, 
been carried out in private at one of the 
royal residences. It used to be fashion- 
able to say that the monarchy would 
struggle after the Queen’s death. 

In the event, the King could not have 


been more regal. He was_ confident 
without being cocky, polite without being 
obsequious, modest without being in the 
least bit unsure of himself. 

He smiled the smile of a man comfort- 
able in his skin and reconciled to the 
weight he has assumed. He was, in a 
word, kingly. 

We often struggle to imagine people in 
a new role until they occupy it. It is true 
of prime ministers and it is true of 
monarchs. Rituals of the kind we are 
witnessing this week are an important 
part of that process. 

But it would be a mistake to see the 
ceremony in Westminster Hall simply as 
an example of the pomp and flummery 
that tourists enjoy.

‘Travesty’ 
of capital 
planning

CIVIL servants have been 
accused of underestimating 
the nation’s love of the 
Queen by failing to prepare 
for the millions set to 
descend on the capital. 

The Sun told yesterday 
how Whitehall officials were 
preparing for just 40,000 a 
day to head to London dur- 
ing the mourning period. 

And insiders working on 
the early plans said some 
mandarins thought there 
would be half that amount. 

One said: “This is a trav- 
esty. They were warned 
about this and totally under- 
estimated how many people 
would want to come out.” 

Plans have been dramati- 
cally scaled up in recent 
days with three million 
extra visitors now expected 
in London in the next week. 

The PM’s_ spokesperson 
denied public mood had 
been misjudged. 

They added: “London is 
going to be extremely busy 
and there are going to be 
long queues. Beyond that, | 
don’t have any numbers.” 
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MORE than three _ million 
mourners are expected to 
visit London this week to pay 


their respects to the Queen. 

But the one million queuing to 
see Her Majesty’s lying-in-state 
have been told: “Don’t turn up 
early — and no selfies.” 

Predicted monster crowds have set 
Whitehall officials working feverishly to 
pull together a masterplan for the four- 
day event, beginning at 5pm tomorrow. 

But mourners were advised the exact 
queue route was still being finalised — 
meaning anyone guessing its starting 
point could turn up in the wrong place.

“If you turn up early, or in the 
wrong place at the wrong time, you'll 
just be sent away.

“And there must be no photos taken 
— anyone trying to take a selfie will 
risk being removed by security.” 

Huge numbers are expected to try to 
pay their respects to the Queen at 
Westminster Hall before its doors close 


at 6.30am on Monday. Officials believe 
the crowd will rival the one million 
who took to the streets for the 1997 
funeral of Diana, Princess of Wales. 
One plan being considered would 
broadly follow the route taken by 
200,000 mourners who queued for the 
Queen Mother’s lying-in-state in 2002. 
It snaked back from Westminster, 
south over Lambeth Bridge and along 
the Albert Embankment towards the 
southern end of Westminster Bridge. 
But the huge numbers wanting to pay 
tribute to the Queen mean a longer, 
five-mile route beginning in Southwark 
Park is now being considered. 
People will be given wristbands as 
they begin queuing — stopping anyone 
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from getting others to wait in the line 
on their behalf. Details of the route 
will be published on the Government’s 
website at 10pm today. 

Under Operation Feather, thousands 
of police are expected to be called in to 
oversee the lying-in-state. 

New Met Commissioner Sir Mark 
Rowley yesterday admitted policing the 
Queen’s funeral and its build-up was “a 
massive challenge”. MI5 has also been 
involved in reviewing the operation. 

The route — and that of the Queen's 
final procession — is being analysed for 
any signs of vulnerability. And 1,500 
soldiers have reportedly been placed on 
stand-by to help with crowd control.

The King’s wife, though a 
person of past controversy, 
will, in my view, be judged 
not as the woman who nearly 
destroyed the monarchy but as 
the woman who helped save it. 

I have known the Duchess of 
Cornwall since my salad days in 
the early 1990s. Back then she was 
Mrs Andrew Parker Bowles, an 
uncomplicated person with a love 
of the outdoors, a risqué humour, 
vintage aplomb (she smoked a 
cigarette like Ava Gardner) and a 
general bonhomie. 

At the time, Camilla and Andrew 


were friends of my late father, 
Woodrow Wyatt, who was then 
chairman of the Horserace 
Totalisator Board. 

Andrew adored’ racing and 


Camilla loved horses and rode with 
the Beaufort Hunt in Gloucester- 
shire. They owned a _ picturesque 
Georgian house, where Camilla was 
a vivacious hostess and mother to 
their children Tom and Laura. 

Yet she was not a socialite. She 
could see through the shallowness 
of the London scene, and as 
couple the Parker Bowleses seemed 
to go their separate ways. 


‘Good-natured fun’ 


Andrew, who was in the House- 
hold Cavalry, had a_ bolthole 
in Knightsbridge and was catnip 
to women. 

There were whispered rumours 
about Camilla and Prince Charles, 
who by then had been married to 
Diana Spencer for six years. 

Yet, none of the stories I heard 
were poisoned by viciousness or 
made ugly by moral indignation. 

Camilla was the sort of person 
it was impossible to be indignant 
about. She played with a straight 
deck and had a basic fineness 
to her. As for Charles, his unhappy 
marriage had brought him to the 
point of black despair. 

It was his friends who contacted 
his old love Camilla, who up until 
then had avoided meeting him at 
social occasions, with desperate 
pleas to “cheer up Charles”. 

It would be wrong to call her 
a marriage-wrecker. The marriage 
had sunk like Atlantis by the time 
she agreed to meet Charles again. 

Around this time, Camilla 
attended a polo match to which I 
was invited. She was seated in the 
row in front of mine, and when she 
turned back I was able to have a 
good look at her. 

She wore no make-up apart 
from mascara and a_ slash of 
pink lipstick that made her face 
incongruously exciting. 

She wasn't, strictly speaking, a 
beauty, but her mouth curved 
enticingly and her aqua-coloured 
eyes were arresting. 

Like many  upper-middle-class 
Englishwomen who ride, her 
posture was as precise as a Clichy 
crystal. As for her clothes, her grey 
jacket seemed thrown on above 
a rumpled black top (she was

When she saw me, she began 
making good-natured fun of my 
ignorance of country matters.

Her voice was scary with sarcasm 


but in a jovial way. She knew 
I was an urbanite and _ liked 
to tease me. “It is not a cow, 


Petronella. Do remember that.” 

I laughed — her exuberance was 
catching. 

I knew the Queen Mother — 
whom Prince Charles adored — and 
often thought that Camilla and she 
were very similar, and that was 
part of her attraction. Both women 


could be defined as a _ certain 
British type — very game, with a 
perennial twinkle and a_ healthy 
enjoyment of a stiff drink. 

The Queen Mother had married a 
weak man who became King, and 
by her charm and strength of per- 
sonality shored and ballasted him. 

In his younger years, Charles had 
myriad weaknesses, the worst of 
which were self-pity and a gloomy 


introspection. 

In the light of this, Camilla 
was no socially ambitious Wallis 
Simpson sort, flattered by the 


attentions of a future king, but a 
down-to-earth woman who was, in 
any case, used to mixing with 
members of the Royal Family. 

The daughter of World War 
Two hero Bruce Shand and _ his 
aristocratic wife, The Honourable 
Rosalind Maud Cubitt, she was

launched into high society as a 
17-year-old debutante. 
By then, she was already pos- 


sessed with a remarkable amount 
of confidence, honed by her time at 
finishing school in Switzerland. 

But the Crown and its titles held 
no glamour for her. 

It was Charles whom she loved, 
despite his complexities, or perhaps 
because of them. 


Youthful affair 


He needed her in a way that 
the buccaneering Andrew Parker 
Bowles — a womaniser, who even 
had a youthful affair with Princess 
Anne — never had. 

The monarchy is no more than 
the sum of the individuals who 
make it up, and Charles, in those 
days, was problematic. His eeyore- 
ish tendencies and _ occasional 


petulance were alarming. “If he 
didn’t like his boiled egg,” one 
acquaintance who stayed at High- 
grove, Charles’s Gloucestershire 
home, told me, “he’d order literally 
six more in rows, all cooked one 
minute more than the other. 

“Nor could you contradict him. If 
he pointed to a picture and said it 
was a vase, you had to agree.”

E-SCOOTERS are to be 
banned in a county amid 
increasing safety fears. 

Councillors rejected an 
offer to extend a_ two- 
year trial before “some- 
one is seriously hurt”. 

In July a woman of 80 
suffered a broken wrist, 
cheekbone and a cracked 
jaw after an e-scooter hit 
her on a pavement in 
Canterbury, Kent. 

A city trial launched 
there in November 2020 
was twice extended by 
Kent County Council. 

But Coun David Bra- 
zier, overseeing the pilot, 
said: “I tended to favour 
the trial going on, but it 
was obvious accidents 
could’ve [caused worse 
injuries than they did].” 

Official figures show 
1,280 collisions involving 
e-scooters in the UK in 
2021, causing 1,359 casu- 
alties and nine deaths. 

Operator Bird said it is 
“very disappointed” the 
trial will be scaled back 
then end on November 30.

There's a variety of types 
to choose from, including 
gel, creams, tablets and 
rings. Which one you opt 
for depends on personal 
preference and what fits in 
with your lifestyle. 

Topical oestrogen carries 
practically no risk because 
it delivers oestrogen 
directly to the vagina and 
there is minimal absorption. 

You can use it for as long 
as you are feeling the 
benefits, because it is safe

to use indefinitely. 
There are also non- 
hormonal treatments 
such as water or oil- 
based lubricants and 
moisturisers that can 
improve dryness and 
make sex more 
comfortable. Once you 
are established on HRT, if 
your libido is still low, then 
testosterone may help. 

Returning testosterone to 
normal levels can help to 
increase libido, and 
improve sexual function 
and orgasms. 

Testosterone can be 
particularly important if you 
have had an early or 
surgical menopause, 
because symptoms of 
testosterone deficiency 
tend to be more profound. 

Asurgical menopause is 
a menopause that occurs 
immediately during surgery, 
when a sudden loss of 
testosterone can be very 
apparent.

= WHY do | keep getting loads of spider 
aveins on my feet and ankles and why 
are they painful? What can | do to help stop 
them developing and is there anything | 
can put on them? 
Ar §piser veins usually appear as 
m blue, purple or red dilated small 
veins that are visible on the skin. 
They are caused by venous insuffi- 
ciency — the term for when your 
veins have problems _ sending 
blood back to the heart. It also 
causes varicose veins, which 
tend to be larger. 

The job of most veins is to 
carry deoxygenated blood from 
the body, back to the heart. 
Veins have a one-way valve 
that closes once the blood goes 
through to prevent it flowing 

backwards.

Axe: describe symptoms of an over- 

mactive bladder, which can often cause 
urinary incontinence. There are two types 
of urinary incontinence. 

The one we often hear about is leakage 
of urine when we cough, laugh, sneeze or 
jump. This is called stress incontinence, 
and it’s when the muscles that hold urine 
in the bladder (including the pelvic floor 
and the urethral sphincter) are not strong 
enough to hold it in when the pressure 
enforced on the bladder is increased. 

But when the symptoms you describe are 
associated with leakage, this is urge 
incontinence, and it’s different. 

This is when the detrusor muscles of the 
bladder wall are overactive and essentially 
contract and try to squeeze the urine out 
of the bladder before you are ready for 
them to do so. 

oe you have a very sudden, urgent need 

co to the loo, sometimes before your 
bla der is full, and sometimes so urgently 
that you don’t get there in time. 

Sometimes people experience both stress 
and urge symptoms and we call this mixed 
incontinence. 

Pelvic-floor training is a good place to 
start for all types, but it won't be the 
solution for everyone. 

There are many possible treatments, 
ranging from lifestyle changes, devices, 
cognitive behavioural therapy and 
medication through to surgery. 

A good next step for you would be 
“bladder training”. This is to help you 
regain control of your overactive bladder 
by suppressing its contractions. 

A helpful leaflet is available by searching 
“overactive bladder bath NHS” online. It’s 
also worth noting that stress and anxiety 
can make the bladder more overactive. 

If things don’t improve, you should 
explore next steps with your GP.

When | spoke to a doctor’s receptionist she 
said she went to a dermatologist. Please help 
me - is there anything | can do? 

Ai” so sorry that you are experiencing 
athis infuriating symptom. It sounds like 
you are at your wits’ end. 

First and foremost, it is important to 
determine if there is an underlying disease. 
Potential causes include infections and skin 
conditions such as eczema and psoriasis. 

A severe vulval itch may also be due to 
inflammatory conditions such as Lichen 


simplex, Lichen sclerosus or Lichen planus. 
With any of these you would expect there 
to be some additional findings alongside 
the itch, and I’m guessing you have been 
assessed by your GP numerous times over 
the years. 

If medical assessment finds no cause or 
skin condition, then this problem is 
referred to as “pruritus vulvae”, which 
quite simply translates as itchy vulva. 

The most common cause is actually 
irritation from something that the vulval 
skin is coming into contact with. This can 
be fabrics, dyes, soaps, semen, etc. but it 
can also be your own natural secretions. 

Too much washing can also cause 


properly due to damage, the blood 
can then flow backwards and it can 
build up in the veins. 

This can eventually cause these 
veins to become visible and appear as 
either spider or varicose veins. 

Both are especially common in the 
lower legs, like in your case, because 
legs are the limbs furthest from the 
heart, and the blood flow also has to 
work against gravity, flowing upward. 

However, it is possible for them to 
appear on any part of the body. 

Spider veins are not usually painful, 
but if you also have varicose veins, in 
some people they can cause itching 
and aches or burn- 1 
ing pain. | } 

Tf your spider | | 
veins are actually | 
sore to touch, then ¥ 
I would advise get- 
ting this checked by 
your GP to make 
sure they are actu- 
ally spider veins. 

Whether or not 
you get spider veins 
is largely down to 
genetics, but being 
active and main- 
taining as healthy a PpaAINFUL.. 
weight as_ possible 
can help to reduce the risk. There 
isn’t anything you can put on them to 
get rid of them. 

There are some treatments, but 
these are only available in the private 
sector, because spider veins are usu- 
ally only bothersome from a cosmetic 
appearance point of view. 

The main treatments are either by 
laser, or injections into the veins, 
which is called sclerotherapy.

irritation. Lack of oestrogen related to 
menopause can be a cause too. 

If you’ve never seen a dermatologist, I 
would request a referral as they would be 
able to consider taking a skin biopsy of 
the area, which may be necessary to 
determine exactly what’s going on. 

If you haven't already, some things that 
could be tried while waiting for the 
dermatology appointment are: anti- 
histamine tablets and hydrocortisone 
cream, which can be used safely and 
bought without a prescription. 

If hormone depletion due to menopause 
is a possibility, then topical oestrogel, 
applied to the affected area, is worth a try.

E-cigarettes may awaken cancer cells | Light eaters happier

VAPING could cause cancer the 
same way as air pollution does. 

Professor Charles Swanton, 
chief clinician of Cancer 
Research UK and the Francis 
Crick Institute, believes they are 
“almost certainly” safer than 
traditional cigs. 

But he adds: “I don’t think we 
can say vaping is necessarily 
safe. We don't know for certain it 
won't cause lung cancer ten 
years from now.” 

His comments come as Crick 


smoke. Dr William Hill, also from 
Crick, says: “Finding ways to 
block or reduce inflammation 
caused by air pollution would go 
a long way to reducing risk of 
lung cancer in people who have 
never smoked.” 

There are also fears vapes are 
being marketed and sold to 
children. According to data from 
NHS Digital, one in five 15-year- 
olds in England now use 
e-cigarettes, attracted largely by 
colourful, sweet-like branding. 


scientists warn air pollution 
can trigger inflammation that 
“wakes up” dormant cells 
carrying mutations that could 
cause cancer — and the concern 
is, vaping may provoke the same 
process. 

It could help explain why one 
in eight people diagnosed with 
608 cancer in the UK — around 

000 a year — have never 
smoked, and why their tumours 
tend to have a different genetic 
profile to ones of those who do 


SOMETIMES nothing beats a bed- 
time snack, or alate night fridge raid 
after one too many at the pub. 
But anew study has found that it’s 
not just what you eat that counts. 
When you eat plays a role in your 
health too, especially mental health. 
Scientists at Brigham and 
Women’s Hospital in the US say 
depression and anxiety levels can 
be affected by the time you eat. 
They created a study where a 
group of people ate meals during 
the day and night-time, while a 


second group only ate when the sun 
was up. For those in the daytime 
and night-time group, depression 
levels were found to increase by a 
whopping 26 per cent, while anxiety 
levels jumped by 16 per cent. 

In the daytime-only eating group, 
no increases were spotted, sug- 
gesting that late-night snacking can 
negatively affect your mental health. 

“Our study brings a new ‘player’ to 
the table: the timing of food intake 
matters for our mood,” said Frank 
Scheer, a director at Brigham.

He’s had mental health 
problems and recently lost his 
Job. I’m so concerned. How 
can |help him? 

@ DEIDRE SAYS: This is 
worrying for you, but also 
damaging for your grandson 
to have warring parents. 

As your sonis in prison, 
he may be able to talk toa 
Samaritan or one of their 
trained prisoner “listeners” 
(samaritans.org, 116 123). 

Encourage him to see a 
mental health practitioner in 
prison if he can. When he 
comes out, he should see 
his own GP.

But Chapek told the Finan- 
cial Times: “We have a plan for 
it that will restore ESPN to its 
growth trajectory. 

“When the rest of the world 
knows what our plans are, they 
will be as confident about that 
proposition as we are.” 

He also said that all Loeb’s 
proposals had already been 
considered by the board.

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THE FIA’s handling of the Italian 
Grand Prix can only have driven a 
bigger wedge between Formula One 
and the sport’s governing body. 

It is a curious relationship where they 
both currently need each other to 
function — but there is a growing 
feeling that a divorce is on the cards. 

A little bit of background: the FIA 
were founded in 1904 and have their 
headquarters in Paris. And unlike Fifa, 
who oversee just football, the FIA are 
responsible for all motorsport categories. 

They ensure the rules are in place 
and adhered to, issue racing licences 
and are responsible for the safety of 
drivers and spectators. 

Fl, meanwhile, are owned by Ameri- 
can company Liberty Media, who own 
the licence to stage the championship, 
generating profit from deals’ with 
circuits, sponsors and TV companies. 

They are responsible for paying the 
teams their prize money. 

However, the relationship between Fl 
and the FIA has become increasingly 
strained, despite being bound together 
in a deal that was struck with their 
previous chiefs. 

In 1995, ex-Fl boss Bernie Ecclestone 
agreed a 100-year contract with then 
FIA president Max Mosley to acquire 
the Fl commercial rights from the FIA. 

Those rights have since been sold to 
Liberty Media, who are now bound by 
those same legal terms agreed by 
Ecclestone and Mosley. 

Yet it is not currently a happy 
marriage.

WHEN England face Iran in 
their World Cup opener in 
Qatar, just ten weeks from 
now, the smart money is on 
Harry Maguire being in the 
starting line-up. 

Such a decision might be met with 
howls of derision across the land. 

It will doubtless be regarded as a 
sign that Gareth Southgate is pig- 
headed, out of touch and past his 
sell-by date as England manager. 

But Southgate’s loyalty towards 
Maguire is cast-iron. 

The England boss has_ been 
licking his wounds for three 
months since the 4-0 humiliation 
by Hungary at Molineux capped a 
miserable winless four-match 
Nations League run in June. 

This Thursday, he will name his 
squad for clashes with Italy, on 
Friday week, and Germany, the 
ollowing Monday, which represent 
England’s final matches before the 
weird, disorientating and _ utterly 
corrupt mid-season World Cup. 

And Manchester United’s troub- 
ed captain seems certain to be 
included — despite his axing by 
club boss Erik ten Hag. 
When Maguire has started this 
season, United’s record reads 
played three, lost three. When he 
has been excluded, Ten Hag’s men 
have played four, won four. 

Yet for Southgate, old Slabhead 
remains untouchable. 

That defeat by Hungary was 
England’s biggest home defeat in 
94 years and easily the worst night 
of Southgate’s six-year reign.

“She was 96 years old and honestly, 
for me, it was very difficult to believe 
she was dead, because in your mind 
you think the Queen was immortal. 

“To live this situation in London, in 
this specific moment, for sure I will 
keep this in my heart, in my mind for 
the rest of my life.”

He took pictures of the 
young royals for 30 
years — from Elizabeth 
and her sister Margaret 
to Prince Charles and 
Princess Anne. 

Adams believed that 
‘photography is 95 per 
cent psychology and five 
per cent mechanical’ 
and designed The 
Children’s Studio with 
no visible cameras, 
tripods or dazzling lights. 
Instead, he built a special 
camera resembling a 
toy cabinet. 

His aim was to create a 
‘bright and very happy 
play room’ with toys 
and other distractions, 
in which young sitters 
would feel fully at ease. 
The results were 
remarkable.

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UEEN Mary took the news well when she 
was fold that her new grandchild was 
a girl. “The sex, mercifully in this case, 


does not matter,” she wrote in a letter. 
Princess Elizabeth Alexandra Mary of York 
was never expected to reign. But in fact that tiny baby with 
her cowlicks of pale hair was destined for a level of fame 
that eclipsed that of the great rulers of history. 

Her image would imprint coins, stamps and even the nation’s dreams. 

At the time, her arrival at 240am on April 21, 1926, was not 
momentous news. Officially, of course, she was born third in line to 
the throne behind her uncle the Prince of Wales and her father 
Bertie. But as the dynastically minded Queen Mary — formidable wife 
of George V — recognised, the baby Princess was virtually certain 
to be supplanted by a child of the still-unmarried Prince of Wales, or 
a son born subsequently to her parents. 

After all, her mother Elizabeth Bowes-Lyon was only 25. There was 
plenty of time for a boy. 

And this meant that with no great destiny looming to worry 
about, the new young parents could get on with just falling in love 
with their firstborn. For Bertie and Elizabeth — “such a sweet little 
couple and so fond of one another” — their daughter’s birth brought a 
new level of joy into an already happy marriage. 

And Bertie had not been alone in his vigil before the birth in the 
tall house in Bruton Street, Mayfair — he was joined by Home 
Secretary Sir William Joynson-Hicks. 

Custom demanded that a member 
of the government attend the event. 

Unlike the proud new father, an 
exhausted Joynson-Hicks griped at 
this out-of-hours imposition. 

Bertie had met Lady Elizabeth 
Bowes-Lyon in 1920 and they were 
married in April 1923. 

She was the daughter of the Earl 
of Strathmore and Kinghorne, and 
the choice of a non-royal wife 
was considered rather modern at 
the time. 

The couple, now the Duke and 
Duchess of York, moved into her 
parents’ London townhouse at 17 
Bruton St, and that is where Eliza- 
beth was born by caesarean section. 

Messengers conveyed the news to 
the King and Queen, while a tele- 
gram was despatched to the Prince 
of Wales in Biarritz. 

Queen Mary and George V 
arrived at Bruton St on 
that afternoon to meet the 
new arrival. 

In her diary that night, the 
Queen described her first grand- 
daughter as “a little darling with 
a lovely | complexion and pretty 
fore hairs NEW ERA . ..

Then, at seven months old, Elizabeth 
suffered the usual fate of royal babies — 
being left at home while her parents 
set off on a foreign tour, in this case to 
Australia. 

But she seems to have enjoyed her time 
staying with her grandparents on both sides. 

She was reported to amuse herself by “pulling \ 
handfuls of fluff” out of the thick coats of family 
dogs, and by “giving shrieks of delight at each dog she saw” on 
car journeys. 

When the Duke and Duchess finally got back to London, they 
moved into their first family home of their own at 145 Piccadilly. 

Described at the time as “incongruously modest”, it did have, as an 
estate agency noted, “about 25 bedrooms”. 

Elizabeth would live there until she was nearly 11 years old. 

The new house was next to Hyde Park and Elizabeth’s outings there 
with her nurse were greeted with huge public interest. 

One American columnist described how “she lifts up her little 
hand” to greet the crowds. A long career of waving had begun. 

Her every move featured in the Press, too. Nothing in her life was 
too trivial for publication — her appearance, car sickness, taste for 
toffee or enjoyment of splashing in puddles. 

It was a new age for royal children. As Elizabeth’s uncle the Prince 
of Wales, known to the family as David, realised, his generation had 
had a different start to life. 

He noted: “Because our likenesses seldom appeared in the Press, we 
were not often recognised on the street.” 

Now postcards, cinema newsreels and, above all, photographs in 
newspapers and magazines lessened Elizabeth’s chances of anonymity. 

By the age of four the Princess had even inspired a new exhibit at 
Madame Tussauds, seen astride a model of new Shetland pony Peggy. 

This was also the year Elizabeth got a sibling. If it had been a boy, 
he would have supplanted her place as third in line to the throne. 

But the baby, born on August 21, 1930, was of course a girl, who 
was named Margaret Rose. 

This time, the Duke expressed his disappointment, writing to his 
wife: “I would have liked a boy and you would too, I know.” 

It pointed to the couple’s tentative awareness of the possibility 
that responsibility for the next royal generation lay with them. 


S his brother and sister- 
in-law welcomed their 
second child, Margaret, 
into the world, the 36- 
year-old playboy Prince of Wales 


appeared no closer to marriage. 

And neither the Duke nor Duchess of 
York had forgotten a conversation with 
the King the previous year, in which 
Bertie had been told by his father: “You'll 
see, your brother will never become King.” 

From the outset, Queen Mary noted, Elizabeth 
had been “enchanted” by her baby sister. 

Meanwhile, the Princess’s schooling had 
begun, with lessons in reading, spelling and 
counting from her nurse Clara Knight. 

And as proof of how up-to-date the royal 
nursery was, a set of Linguaphone gramo- 
phone records provided Elizabeth’s instruction 
in French. 

She also took piano lessons, and reportedly 
did well — although she was less successful with 


a miniature set of bagpipes. Then, when 
Elizabeth was five, governess Marion “Crawfie” 
Crawford arrived in her life. 

Crawfie’s challenge was to fit elements of a 
rudimentary education into the relatively small 
number of hours the Duchess allowed her. 

Sacrosanct in Elizabeth’s days was the time 
mother, father and two daughters spent together: 
A post-breakfast romp in the Duchess’s bed- 
room, playing cards after tea, bathtime, nursery 
games including pillow fights, then bedtime with 
its ritual of story-reading. 


But in the two-and-a-half to three hours 
available to her each morning, Crawfie 
instructed Elizabeth in history, literature and 


arithmetic. The governess also’ introduced 
innovations including outdoor play, where the

neat little girl and her sister would be encour- 
aged to get messy with games of hide-and-seek, 
sardines and “Red Indians” in shrubberies 
grubby with London soot. 

The Princess was blissfully unaware of the 
tensions that were gaining strength at the heart 
of the Royal Family. 

By the end of 1934, the Prince of Wales, her 
Uncle David, was head-over-heels in love with 
“a jolly, plain, intelligent, quiet, unpretentious 
and unprepossessing little woman” by the name 
of Wallis Simpson. She was already married. 

In the midst of these concerns, Elizabeth 
suffered her first great loss when on January 20, 
1936, her grandfather George V died aged 70. 

She and the King, who she dubbed “Old Man 
Kind”, had shared a special bond. 

The pair even reputedly had an arrangement: 
Every morning, at an agreed time, at the nur- 
sery window of 145 Piccadilly, Elizabeth waved a 
white handkerchief in the direction of Bucking- 
ham Palace. There, her grandfather would stand 
beside a window, watching for her greeting. 

After the death of George V, the Press 
reminded readers that the little girl had taken 


another step closer to the throne, given the 
bachelorhood of David, now Edward VIII. 

But the Yorks continued to _ shelter 
Elizabeth from speculation about her future 
— and about the growing disquiet over the 
relationship between the new King and his 
American mistress Mrs Simpson. 

The socialite had divorced her first 
husband in 1927 and was now in the process 
of divorcing her second. 

In November 1936, King Edward informed 
Prime Minister Stanley Baldwin that he 
intended to marry his lover when this 
divorce was finalised. 

The PM pointed out that marriage after 
divorce was opposed by the Church of 
England, of which the King was_ the 
Supreme Governor. He was told his subjects 
would never stand for the marriage. 

So rather than give up his love, on Decem- 
ber 10 Edward VIII signed his abdication. 

The relinquishment became the Windsors’ 
cautionary tale of private inclination over- 
whelming public duty. 

Ten-year-old Elizabeth learned what had 


happened from a footman: Her father Bertie 
was now King, to be known as George VI. 
In the nursery, Elizabeth told Margaret 
what had happened. 
Her sister asked: “Does that mean that you 
will have to be the next queen?” 
Elizabeth responded: “Yes, some day.” 
Margaret said: “Poor you.” 


ER father’s own_ first 
response to his altered 
state had been to 
weep on Queen Mary’s 


shoulder. 

Although speech therapy had circumvented 
the worst of his stammer, public speaking 
frightened him. He lacked star quality, too. 
By contrast, Elizabeth appeared to have been 
endowed with every quality of a princess. 

She was a beautiful child, her hair still 
flecked with gold, with an infectious zest 
for life, innate dignity and, in the eyes of 
many, all the magnetism her father so

conspicuously missed. Bertie’s coronation as 
George VI — he had taken his father’s name 
to give a sense of continuity to the shaken 
country — took place at Westminster Abbey 
on May 12, 1937. Eleven-year-old Elizabeth 
was in attendance and later noted how she 
glimpsed a “haze of wonder” covering the 
arches and beams of the roof at the moment 
of the King’s crowning. 

But she also paid close attention to 
her father’s coronation speech on the radio, 
when the new King told his _ subjects: 
“The highest of distinctions is the service 
of others.” 

Meanwhile, Queen Mary embarked on a 
project to educate the Princess for her future 
role with a programme of genealogical and 
dynastic history and Bible-reading. 

There were also visits on Monday after- 
noons to historic sites such as the Royal 
Mint and Hampton Court Palace. 

Queen Mary described these expeditions as 
“instructive amusements”. Princess Margaret 
remembered the sisters being left “absolutely 
exhausted by hours on end of walking and

standing in museums and galleries.” Many 


years later, Elizabeth would note: “Our 
grandmother taught us to stand. We're 
used to it.” 


Their respite was always at Royal Lodge, 
the private retreat at Windsor where as 
many weekends as possible were spent. 

There, the spirit of the family’s former lives 
could be rekindled. Crawfie wrote: “Court 
etiquette was forgotten, and ceremony left 
behind. We were just a family again.” 

But amid the fun, Elizabeth was doing 
her best to teach her little sister how to 
behave in their new positions. 

Crawfie recorded Elizabeth’s solemn 
instructions for garden parties: “If you do 
see someone with a funny hat... you must 
not point at it and laugh.’ 

Meanwhile the King had started to discuss 
current affairs with his daughter, especially 
the growing imminence of war. 

He saw it as part of his training of her 
as heir. 
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HEN a young Elizabeth 

played dress-up, there was 

no fun in decking herself 
out as a princess. 

So when she had the chance to get into 
costume, she would opt for something like a 
seaside bathing belle or a cleaner. 

These were some of the roles she played in 
pantomimes put on at Windsor Castle each 
Christmas from 1940 to 1944. 

Held to raise money for the war effort, they 
starred Elizabeth, her sister Margaret and other 
children of the castle community as well as 
young evacuees. 

The audience was mostly made up of proud 
parents, but on occasion someone more exciting 
showed up, such as in 1943 when a young Prince 
Philip took a seat in the front row. 

He got to see his future wife, then 17, dressed 
in breeches and silk stockings in the title role 
of Aladdin. 

The costume and some of the other outfits 
worn in the productions were put on display at 
Windsor Castle in November 2021. 

These included a chintz bathing beauty outfit 
and a long-sleeved es satin and layered lace 
dress worn by Elizabeth for her role as 
Lady Christina Sherwood in 1944’s Old Mother 
Red fiding Boots. 

Some of the costumes on show had not been 
seen since their moments on stage seven 
decades earlier, including the “utility shorts 
and top” the heir to the throne wore for a tap- 
dancing scene in Aladdin. 

That same production also saw Elizabeth 
appear as a “charlady” in an apron of sackcloth - 
to great acclaim, according to a newspaper of 
the day. 

It declared: “From the moment Princess 
Elizabeth popped out of a laundry basket, the 
King and Queen and the audience of 400 laughed 
and thoroughly enjoyed the show.” 

One of Elizabeth’s biggest laughs that year, it 
was reported, came when Widow Twankey 
announced: “There’s a large copper in the 
kitchen.” The Princess brought the house down 
with her reply: “We'll soon get rid of him!” 

The other pantomimes put on throughout the 
annual wartime tradition were The Christmas 
Child, Cinderella and Sleeping Beauty. 

And they all had a lasting impact. 

Years later, after becoming Queen, Elizabeth 
recalled: “How thankful | am too for those 
pantomimes. They taught me so much 
about speaking in public.”

HE was growing up. 
And then, on July 22, 
1939, at the age of 13, 
she fell in love. 

The object of her admiration was 
a royal exile five years her senior, 
“a fair-haired boy, rather like a 
Viking, with a sharp face and 
piercing blue eyes.” 

He was Prince Philip of Greece and 
Denmark and, like Elizabeth a great- 
great-grandchild of Queen Victoria. 

The Royal Family was on a visit to 
the Royal Naval College in Dartmouth, 
and the young naval cadet was put 
in charge of entertaining the Princesses 
while their father conducted an 
inspection. 

After playing with them with a train 
set and eating ginger biscuits, the 
energetic Prince suggested they watch 
him on the tennis court. 

There, he showed off by jumping over 
the net, and Crawfie noted of Elizabeth: 
“She never took her eyes off him the 
whole time.” The young Princess later 
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marvelled to her governess: “How good 
he is, Crawfie. How high he can jump.” 

Elizabeth would later confirm in 
her father’s official biography that she 
had been in love with Philip “from 
their first meeting”. 

After war was declared and Philip 
began his wartime naval service, he 
and_ Elizabeth would write to one 
another, and Philip spent his time on 
leave with the Royal Family. 

Elizabeth and Margaret had been 
at a service at Crathie church near 
Balmoral when Prime Minister Neville 
Chamberlain announced on September 
3, 1939, that Britain was at war with 
Germany. 

After Christmas, Elizabeth and 
Margaret moved to Windsor, which was 
deemed far safer than London.

Instead, an air raid shelter was built 
under Windsor Castle's Brunswick 
Tower, with reinforced walls and a 4ft- 
thick roof of concrete and girders. 

Then in October, with the Blitz under 
way, Elizabeth made her first radio 
broadcast, on the BBC Children’s Hour. 

The speech, transmitted across the 
world, addressed the children sent away 
from their families to safety. 

Elizabeth spoke to them as one who 
knew “from experience what it means to 
be away from those you love most of 
all.” It was a triumph. 

That Christmas, the sisters appeared 
in the castle’s nativity play, with Eliza- 
beth playing the part of a king. In the 
audience, her father wept throughout. 

In February 1942, he gave his daughter 
an early 16th birthday present, 
appointing her Colonel of the Grenadier 
Guards. 

Elizabeth inspected the regiment for 
the first time on her birthday. 

A newspaper reporter detected “no 


sign of nervousness, while Elizabeth 
herself described the experience as “a 
bit frightening... but not as bad as I 
expected it to be.” 

Meanwhile, she was relishing every 
visit Philip made to the family on his 
wartime leave. 

By September 1942 she was writing to 
Crawfie that he was “The One”. 

Philip spent the Christmas of 1943 at 
Windsor. Crawfie thought 17-year-old 
Elizabeth “sparkled” throughout his visit 
like she had never done before. 


UT her parents still did 

not take it seriously. In 

March 1944, the King 

wrote to his mother 
that Elizabeth was “too 
young for that now”. 


The following month, the Princess 
turned 18, and clamoured to be allowed 
to carry out war work like many of her 
friends were doing. 

But George VI regarded Elizabeth's 
training for the crown as _ more

important than any possible role in 
ordinary national service. 

Soon, she was taking her first serious 
steps in public life, including making 
speeches at the Queen Elizabeth 
Hospital for Children and on behalf of 
the NSPCC. 

However, finally in March 1945 the 
King capitulated to his daughter's 
entreaties. 

And so 
course for

she began an NCO cadre

Looking back 50 years later, the 
Queen would say she had “learned a 
little about driving and the workings 
of the combustion engine and much 
about the strength and happiness of 
comradeship”. 

Meanwhile, when her aunt Princess 
Mary was scheduled to make an official 
visit to the training centre, the Princess 
wrote to Crawfie: “You’ve no idea what 
a business it has been. 

“Everyone working so hard — spit and 
polish the whole day long. Now I realise

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what must happen when Papa and 
Mummie go anywhere. That’s something 
I shall never forget.” 

But just weeks after Elizabeth’s 
19th birthday, her ATS career came to 
an end when Britain celebrated victory 
in Europe. 

Elizabeth wore her uniform on the 
balcony of Buckingham Palace to greet 
the joyous crowds with her family. 

And that night Elizabeth and Margaret 
left their parents to slip out with a 
small group and join the celebrations 
beyond the palace railings. 

Decades later, she remembered it 
as “one of the most memorable nights 
of my life”. 

The sisters escaped again the 
following evening. Elizabeth wrote in 
her diary: “Trafalgar Square, Piccadilly, 
Pall Mall, walked simply miles. Saw 
parents on balcony at 12.30am — ate, 
partied, bed 3am!” 

On the first night, she and her sister 
had gone out unrecognised, but that 
second night, 15-year-old reveller Ronald 
Thomas realised who Elizabeth was. He 
promised he would not tell anyone, and 
he danced with her in Trafalgar Square. 


OR Elizabeth there was 
another reason to cele- 
brate: After his heroic war 
service abroad, Prince 


Philip would be coming home. 

The pair were spotted together 
often enough for rumours about their 
love and even engagement to become 
widespread. 

But it was not until summer 1946 that he 
proposed, by a loch at Balmoral while 
he was staying with the family. 

There was no public announcement. 

After all, there were formalities to put in 
place first, including Philip’s naturalisation 
as a British subject. 

The King also wanted to keep any 
arrangement quiet until after the family’s 


return from an_ official visit to southern 
Africa in early 1947. 
Elizabeth was to celebrate her 2lst 


birthday in South Africa, so the trip was a 
chance to put her on the world stage. 
During the tour the family took great 


pleasure in being together after the 
separations of the war years. 

Then, nearly three months into the 
journey — her first trip abroad — it was 


time for Elizabeth’s big moment on April 21. 
At 7pm she made a special radio broad- 
cast from Cape Town. Heard by an estimat- 
ed 200million people worldwide, it would 
become the defining speech of her life. 
Although written for her by speechwriter 
Dermot Morrah, the broadcast was her idea. 
And she and her parents had worked 
together to refine the speech and bring her 
own voice to it. In it, Elizabeth asked to 
be allowed to claim her 
place as the represent- 


ative of “the youth of 
the British family of 
nations”. 


She expressed the love 
she felt for “this ancient 
Commonwealth” and a 
vision of its “powerful 
influence for good in 
the world”. 

Then, thrillingly, she 
invoked the motto borne 
by many of her ances- 
tors, “I serve”, and 
continued: “I declare 
before you all that my 
whole life, whether it be 
long or short, shall be 
devoted to your service 
and the service of our 
great imperial family to 
which we all belong.” 

It was a simple 
promise of self-sacrifice. 

It deeply moved not 
just the listeners but 
her parents and even 
Elizabeth herself, who 
admitted to the King’s 
private secretary Tommy 
Lascelles that it had 
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Abbey in the Irish State Coach with her 
father, through streets “gay with flags and 
bunting”. 

Powerful emotions stirred the King. In 
truth he was not ready to lose this daughter. 

But walking beside her into the Abbey, he 
found himself proud and thrilled, and mar- 
velled at Elizabeth “so calm and composed”. 

Both the King and his mother Queen 
Mary came close to tears during the signing 
of the register. To the Archbishop of 
Canterbury, the King explained: “It is a far 
more moving thing to give your daughter 
away than to be married yourself.” 

Afterwards the newlyweds left for their 
honeymoon at Broadlands, near Romsey, 
Hants — the family seat of Philip’s uncle 
Lord Louis Mountbatten. 

There, Elizabeth wrote to her mother: “I 
think I’ve got the best mother and father in 
the world, and I only hope that I can bring 
up my children in the happy atmosphere of 
love and fairness which Margaret and I 
have grown up in.” 

The couple were soon back at Bucking- 
ham Palace, where they would remain while 
restorations were completed at Clarence 
House, which was to be their own family 
home. 

And in April the next year the Palace 
announced that Elizabeth was expecting a 
child. She gave birth at Buckingham Palace 
at 9.14pm on November 14, 1948. 

It was a son, and her father’s press 
secretary commented: “I knew she’d do it! 
She’d never let us down.” 

After a month and a day, the baby was 
christened Charles Philip Arthur George. 

Elizabeth was soon writing to her old 
piano teacher Mabel Lander to say: “I still 
find it difficult to believe I have a baby of 


my own.” By early the 
next year, concerns 
about the King’s health 
meant that as well 
as motherhood, Elizabeth 
was taking on more 
royal duties. 

A lifetime of heavy 
smoking had hardened 
her father’s arteries so 


much they were blocking 
the flow of blood. 


T one point 
at this time, 
doctors had 
even feared 
they would have 
to amputate' the 
King’s right leg. 
Still, nothing could dent 
the Princess’s happiness. 
In early July 1949, a 
year and a half after their 
wedding, her little family 
moved into Clarence 
House — at last they had 
a home of their own. 
Philip had taken a keen

Meanwhile, dignitaries 
who were meeting the 
official functions on the 
by her poise and dignity. 

Elizabeth in fact felt less anxiety about 
her royal calling than about less formal 
social situations, when gaps in her 
knowledge might be exposed. 

To a friend she admitted around this time: 
“I lie in my bath before dinner and think, 
‘Oh, who am I going to sit by and what are 
they going to talk about?’ I’m absolutely 
terrified of sitting next to people in case 
they talk about things I’ve never heard of.” 

Two days after her speech, the royal party 
departed for home, with the tour judged “an 
immense success”. 

Lascelles noted: “The most satisfactory 
feature of the whole business is the remark- 
able development of Princess Elizabeth.” 

In more than one sense, Elizabeth had 
come of age. 

Months later, at 
Buckingham Palace 
engagement to Philip. 

Later that day, the newly engaged couple 
appeared on the balcony of Buckingham 
Palace to acknowledge the cheering crowds. 

Post-war Britain remained in the darkest 
economic times, but a wedding date was set 
for November 20, and the green light given 
by Prime Minister Clement Attlee for large- 
scale celebrations. 

As former PM, Winston Churchill noted, it 
would be “a flash of colour on the hard 
road we have to travel”. 

On the morning of her wedding day, 
Elizabeth looked out of the window on to a 
Mall already dense with crowds. 

Then she dressed, with her jewellery 
including the earrings Queen Mary had 
given her for her 21st birthday, and a tiara 
studded with diamonds that had belonged 
to Queen Victoria.

its technology was up to 
date, including a “sleek, white, very futuris- 
tic television set”. 

Life settled into a routine for the 23-year- 
old mother: A breakfast of scones, eggs and 
bacon served by a footman, half an hour 
with Charles, time for correspondence, then 
a walk with her dogs in St James’s Park — 
often in an old raincoat. 

Then in the evening -— engagements 
permitting — she would spend another hour 
and a half with Charles, “romping on the 
nursery floor, bathing him and finally 
tucking him up in bed”. 

In ctober 1949, following improvements 
in the King’s health, Philip returned to 
full-time naval duties as First Lieutenant on 
a destroyer stationed at Malta. 

Elizabeth regularly joined him on the 
island on visits, leaving Charles at home. 

There, she was able to enjoy most of the 
freedoms of an ordinary Navy officer’s wife, 
staying at the home of Lord Mountbatten. 

Mountbatten’s wife Edwina would describe 
seeing Elizabeth off on her homeward 
journeys from Malta as “like putting a bird 
back into a very small cage”. 

In retrospect, friends considered it the 
happiest period in the young royals’ lives. 

Durin; one of those magical visits, 
Elizabeth became pregnant once again. 

Her daughter Anne was born on August 
15, 1950. 

Within months, Elizabeth 
carefree trips to Malta. 

But in mid-1951 Philip stepped down 
from his naval command to take up 
royal duties again following a sharp decline 
in the King’s health. 

A cancerous tumour had been found in 
the King’s left lung, and within a couple of 
months the whole organ had to be removed. 

In light of these health problems, the 
young couple stepped in for the King 
and Queen on a five-week tour of Canada 
that autumn.

HILE Elizabeth and 

Philip were away on 

a visit to Canada 

in 1951, the King 
decided they should also replace 
him on his planned four-month 
tour of Australia and New 
Zealand in the new year. 


It was decided that, en route, the couple 
would enjoy some time in Kenya, visiting 
a lodge above the Sagana River that had 
been given to them as a wedding present. 

They set out from London on January 31, 
waved off at the airport by the King, Queen 
and Princess Margaret. 

After a few days in Nairobi, Elizabeth and 
Philip went to their lodge. And from there, late 
in the afternoon of February 5, the couple, with 
lady-in-waiting Henriette Palmer and Philip’s 
private secretary Michael Parker, drove to a 
wooden treehouse in a wild fig tree in the 
Aberdare Forest. 

The Treetops Hotel was an observation post 
with three bedrooms, a dining area and a 
viewing platform constructed alongside a lake, 
with a salt lick where big game came to drink. 

It was a fantastical place. 

As afternoon turned to evening, Elizabeth 
watched with fascinated absorption, filming the 
animals with her new cine camera for as long 
as the light lasted. 

After heading back inside, Elizabeth happily 
chattered to Treetops owner Eric Sherbrooke 
Walker about how her father’s health was 
improving. He later remembered: “Clearly from 
the tone of her conversation she was hoping for 
a complete recovery.” 

Instead, that night in the early hours of 
February 6, George VI died in his sleep, of a 
coronary thrombosis. 

The circumstances of her accession, once 
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known, seemed to add another fairytale detail to 
her already fabled existence: The young woman 
who climbed a tree a Princess and descended it 
as Queen. But she remained unaware of her 
altered state, cut off by the African forest from 
radio, phones or telegrams. 

In the morning she watched the animals for 
the last time, then breakfasted on eggs, bacon 
and coffee before returning to the lodge on the 
Sagana River in her blue jeans. 

It was the Princess's assistant private secretary 
Martin Charteris, staying at a nearby hotel, who 
first heard the news from a local journalist. 

He telephoned Michael Parker at the lodge. 
Parker then told Prince Philip. 

Philip told Elizabeth, taking her out into the 
garden where they walked slowly up and down 
“while he talked and talked and talked to her”. 

Lady-in-waiting Henriette Palmer described 
her friend at this moment, now Queen at the 
age of 25, as “very magnificent and strong”. 

And when Charteris later asked what she was 
going to call herself as Queen, she replied: “My 
own name, of course — what else?” 

She then flew back to England, where 
mourning for the 56-year-old King was sincere 
and widespread. 

Yet eagerness tempered this sadness, a 
buoyant anticipation. As Winston Churchill — 
once again PM at the age of 77 — said in a 
radio broadcast the day after Elizabeth’s return: 
“Famous have been the reigns of our queens. 
Some of the greatest periods in our history have 
unfolded under their sceptre.” 

A grieving nation, stirred by an urge to 
banish post-war doldrums, grasped this chance 
at a new age, and commentators talked of “new 
Elizabethans”. But for the new Queen, despite 
her public grace and dignity, it was a time of 


terrible pain. Philip later said that her father’s 
death, less than a week since he had waved her 
off on her trip, was “the most appalling shock”. 

And to King Peter of Yugoslavia, the couple 
admitted “they felt anaesthetised”. 

In the first address of her reign, on February 
8 at a meeting of privy councillors, Elizabeth 
asked for God’s help in “this heavy task that 
has been lain upon me so early in my life”. 

But she also promised: “I shall always 
work, as my father did throughout his reign, 
to advance the happiness and prosperity of 
my peoples.” 

Colonial Secretary Lord Chandos described it 
as “one of the most touching speeches to 
which I have ever listened, and I, like many 
others, could hardly control my emotions”. By 
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February 26 the new sovereign was sitting 
for portraits on which to base her image on 
stamps, coins and banknotes. 


But while she was swept up in _ the 
demands of her new position, Philip, 21-year- 
old Margaret and her mother — now styled 


the Queen Mother — were struggling to adapt 
to their new roles. 

Margaret remembered later “an awful 
sense of being in a black hole”. In Philip’s 
case there were few clear duties for a male 
consort and, as his private secretary Mike 
Parker noted, he was “constantly being 
squashed, snubbed, ticked off, rapped over 
the knuckles” by courtiers. He also keenly 
felt the loss of his naval career. 


But queenhood suited Elizabeth. She

described to a friend, with some surprise, 
changes in herself that she traced to her 
accession: “I no longer feel anxious or 
worried. I don’t know what it is — but I have 
lost all my timidity”. 
HE was also so 
conscientious about her 
official paperwork that 
her assistant private 
secretary Edward Ford called 
her “a bureaucrat’s dream”. 


The Coronation was set for June 2, 
1953, and the anticipation was astonishing.

Winston Churchill’s private secretary Jock 
Colville wrote in his diary: “Never has there 
been such excitement.” 

As the date approached and _ rehearsals 
began in the specially refitted Westminster 
Abbey, crowds gathered outside to catch a 
glimpse of Elizabeth entering or leaving. 

But much of Elizabeth’s preparation 
happened in private. 

Michael Parker’s wife Eileen remembered 
that at Buckingham Palace, “the ballroom 
was marked with tape to indicate the 
approximate shape of Westminster Abbey. 

“Household members assumed the role of 
the chief actors, and the Queen herself, 
with a sheet pinned to her shoulders, went 
through tiring rehearsals time and again.” On 
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CROWNING MOMENT ... more than 20million

the most important day in Elizabeth’s royal 
life, its date chosen for its likelihood of 
sunshine, cold continuous rain cast a pall. 

As guest Violet Bonham Carter — 
grandmother of actress Helena — noted: “The 
weather could not have been viler.” 

But nothing deterred the crowds, who 
watched 13,000 soldiers begin the procession, 
followed by royals from around the world in 
borrowed carriages. 

Last to appear was the Queen in the 
remarkable golden coach made two centuries 
earlier for George II]. A huge wave of 
cheering travelled with her along the route. 

Arriving at the Abbey, she stepped out 
in a gown that designer Norman Hartnell 
described as “shimmering and_ sparkling 
[with] its gold, its crystal, its diamonds and 
the muted colours of God’s rainbow.” 

But she wore a simple white shift for the 
service’s most sacred moment, when she was 
anointed by holy oil on her hands, forehead 
and breast. Finally she put on a _ belted 
golden “supertunica” to receive the royal 
regalia before putting on a shimmering 
golden cloak called the Imperial Mantle to 
be crowned with St Edward’s Crown. 

Decades later, in a poem written to mark 
the 60th anniversary of the Coronation, poet 
laureate Carol Ann Duffy would describe 


Elizabeth that day as “history’s bride, 
anointed, blessed”. 
There is a photograph of the newly 


crowned Elizabeth entering Buckingham 
Palace at the end of the procession back 
from the Abbey, still carrying the orb and 
sceptre. She is smiling radiantly. 

On her arrival she looked in on a party to 
which her son Charles, four, had invited 
children of the household. 

A little girl was later asked what the 
Queen had looked like. She answered simply: 
“Mummy, she sparkled.” 

And so she did.
